Chancellor’s Open Meeting Hours 

During the 2000-2001 academic year, the Chancellor will hold open meeting 
hours for faculty, staff and students. These meeting hours will occur on Oct. 18 in 
Coburn 203, Nov. 15 in the Trustees* Room of Cumnock Hall and Dec. 13 also in 
the Trustees’ Room. The staff hour is from 2-3 p.m, the student hour from 3-4 p.m 
and the faculty hour from 4-5 p.m. 


Take note: changes to drop/add period 

The Faculty Senate has approved a significant change in the beginning-of-the- 
semester schedule, affecting the add-drop process for undergraduate students 
enrolled in day programs. Chancellor Hogan has approved the change, and the new 
schedule will be in effect January, 2001. 

During the first five days of a semester (exclusive of Saturdays, Sundays, and 
holidays) an undergraduate day student may add one or more courses by registering 
through the Voice Response System or in person at the Office of the Registrar. 

Beginning the sixth day and through the tenth day of a semester, an individual 
faculty member may give permission (using an “add** form) for an undergraduate 
student to add into a course for which that faculty member is responsible. The 
Voice Response System will not permit course registrations after the fifth day of 
the semester. 

During the first ten days of a semester, an undergraduate day student may with¬ 
draw from one or more courses and no record of the registration or withdrawal will 
be placed on the student’s permanent transcript. 

Between the tenth and the fiftieth day of a semester, an undergraduate day stu¬ 
dent may withdraw from one or more courses and a “W” will be recorded on the 
student’s transcript.

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the financial aid award notification letter and the Master Promissory Note. The 
office eliminated the need for students to return award letters. The only time a stu¬ 
dent needs to return an award letter is when he/she wishes to make adjustments or 
cancel awards to the financial aid being offered. This change has greatly reduced 
the time it takes financial aid to be credited to student accounts, enabling eligible 
students to receive their refund checks that much sooner. 

Students taking advantage of Federal Direct Student Loans have also noticed the 
efficiency of the new Master Promissory Note. A student signs one promissory 
note, the legal document saying that he/she will repay the loan, for all loans bor¬ 
rowed while in attendance at the University of Massachusetts Lowell. If you have

Get the flu shot, not the flu 

Influenza, commonly known as the flu, is a serious disease that is caused by a 
virus that spreads from one infected person to another by droplets from coughing or 
sneezing. The flu causes fever (100-104 degrees F), chills, cough, muscle aches, 
sore throat and headaches. Symptoms last between seven and 10 days and are inca¬ 
pacitating. Nausea, vomiting and diarrhea are not necessarily the “flu.” 

The flu season in the U.S. runs from November to March or April every year. 

The influenza vaccine (shot) can prevent influenza. Protection develops about 2 
weeks after the shot is given and lasts for about a year. The flu causes thousands of 
deaths each year, mostly among the elderly, but people of any age can get the flu. 

Due to a shortage of flu vaccine this year, people who are considered high-risk 
must receive priority for receiving the vaccine. 

Those who should get the flu vaccine are people with long-term health problems 
such as heart disease, asthma, kidney disease, diabetes, lung disease, anemia or 
other blood disorders, anyone with a weakened immune system due to HIV/AIDS, 
long-term steroid treatment, cancer treatment, anyone up to 18 years of age on long 
term aspirin therapy and pregnant women past their 3rd month of pregnancy. 

Student Health Services will be offering free flu shots to people in the aforemen¬ 
tioned categories only on Thursday Oct. 26th 10 a.m. - 2:00 p.m. in Student Health 
Services, McGauvran 335. 

If you are in a high-risk group and are unable to come to the clinic on the above 
mentioned date call SHS at 934-4991. If there is any available vaccine after this 

date, future flu shot clinics will be scheduled. 

In addition, anyone who does not qualify for the free vaccine may receive a flu 
shot at another clinic which will be held next Tuesday from 1 - 8 p.m. in both the 
Fox Hall M PR a nd the McGauv ran Student Center 2nd floor lobby. Th ere is a $10 

fee for the vaccine. 

NOTE: Those who should not get the shot are anyone who is allergic to eggs or 
who has had a previous allergic reaction to a flu vaccine or people with a history of 
Guillain Barre.

The 8 Questions on the Ballot 


Question 1: Earlier Redistricting for 
State Legislators and Governor’s 
Councillors 

This question would amend the Constitution 
to require that the periodic redrawing of dis¬ 
trict boundaries for state legislators and gov¬ 
ernor’s councillors to use new census data 
two years earlier than under the current sys¬ 
tem. A vote of “no” will make no change 
and continue the current policy of waiting 
four years after the census. 

Question 2: Voting By Incarcerated 
Felons 

This proposed amendment would prohibit 
persons who are incarcerated due to a felony 
conviction from voting in elections for gov¬ 
ernor, state senator, or state representative. A 
vote of “no” will not change the current pol¬ 
icy. 

Question 3: Dog Racing 

This proposed law would prohibit in 
Massachusetts any dog racing where any 
form of betting or wagering on the speed or 
ability of the dogs occurs. Violators would 
be required to pay a hefty fee to the State 
Racing Commission. The proposed law 
would take effect June 1, 2001. 


Question 4: Income Tax Rate Reduction 

This possible law would repeal the law set¬ 
ting the state personal income tax rate and 
lower it 0.95% over the next couple years, 
returning income tax rates to one not in 
effect since 1989. 

Question 5: Health Insurance and Health 
Care 

This proposed law would set up a state 
Health Care Council to review and recom¬ 
mend legislation for a health care system 
that ensures comprehensive, high quality 
health care coverage for all Massachusetts 
residents. 

Question 6: Tax Credit for Tolls and 
Motor Vehicle Excise Taxes 
State personal income taxpayers would be 
granted a tax credit equal to the amount of 
tolls the taxpayer paid during the taxable 
year on all Massachusetts roads and high¬ 
ways, if this law passes. This includes the 
Massachusetts Turnpike and its various tun¬ 
nels and bridges. The same would be true 
for corporations. The tax credits could not 
be used to reduce a personal income taxpay¬ 
er’s taxes below zero, although any extra 
credits can be carried over and used in later 


taxable years for up to ten years. 

Question 7: Tax Deduction for Charitable 
Contributions 

This proposed law would allowed taxpayers 
who give to charity a personal income tax 
deduction for those charitable contributions. 
This law would apply to any contribution 
that met the definition of charitable contri¬ 
bution used under federal income tax law. 

Question 8: Drug-Dependency Treatment 
and Drug-Crime Fines and Forfeitures 

If this law passes, it would create a state 
Drug Treatment Trust Fund to be used solely 
for the treatment of drug-dependent persons. 
This Fund would include fines paid under 
the state’s criminal drug laws, money for¬ 
feited because of its use in connection with 
drug crimes, and the proceeds from selling 
property forfeited from its use in connection 
with drug crimes.

I recently went to go see the movie Pay It Forward (see 
the review in Arts & Entertainment). Although I believe it 
to be an excellent movie and a great story I’m a little off 
put by some of the ideas raised in it. 

The plot revolves around the idea of one person doing 
three good ideas for three other people and then those three 
people going out into the world doing three good deeds for 
three other people. My issue is this: it relies on the good¬ 
ness of people. 

I believe that people act in their own best 
interest and experience has taught me 
that the honor system tends to be 
joke. 

In the movie some people 
first fall short of reaching 
their obligations to help 
others but later turn 
around and fly straight. 

But how realistic is 
this? 

Two thousand years 
ago a guy went around 
saying that it would be 
a good idea if people 
stopped being assholes 
and instead treated each 
other with respect. For all 
his efforts people nailed him 
to two pieces of wood and let 
him die. Today’s world may not 
find us hanging up people like 
Halloween decorations any more, but 
more often than not a deaf ear is turned to the 
occasional human interest story thrown into news broad¬ 
casts to break up the parade of horror and greed. 

Broadcast journalism classes taught across the country 
and around the globe all start with the same philosophy: If 
it bleeds it leads. The gorier a story is the more likely it is 
to be first on the nightly news. Why is that? The simple 
(and most cynical) answer is money. The nightly news 
needs to pay its anchors and weather people money and 
they get that from selling advertising space lightly pepper¬ 
ing stories of war-tom countries half a world away. And let 
me tell you something, they wouldn’t be selling that space 
if advertisers thought no one was watching. 

Small child decapitated by drunk driver, another woman 
comes forward claiming Bill Clinton forced himself on her, 
commercial break, Cuban brat still in Cuba, local official 
excepting bribes, rain for the weekend, another commercial 
break. Sox season finishes early, Pats loose (again), com¬ 
mercial break, cute story about a dog saving a baby from a 
shark attack (or something else equally silly). By the time 
the human-interest story comes along no one cares. After 
hearing the heroic tale of a cat dialing 911 or a kindergarten 
class with aspirations to clean the ozone layer most people

‘Forward’ all the way to Oscars

Easily the main contender for Best 
Picture at next year’s Oscars is this 
quirky film starring past Oscar nominees 
and winners Kevin 
Spacey (American 
Beauty, Usual 
Suspects ), Helen Hunt 
(As Good As It Gets) 
and Haley Joel Osment 
(The Sixth Sense). 

Starting with Jay 
Mohr (Go , Jerry 
McGuire) and a 
sequence with his car 
getting smashed, the 
movie doesn’t let up on 
the watcher for one sec¬ 
ond. After the cops 
leave, chasing the SUV 
that smashes Mohr’s 
car in an attempt to get 
away, Mohr is left in 
the rain w ith no w ay to 
get home. A stranger 
comes out of the rain 
and gives Mohr his new 
Jaguar. 

I’ma script fan. A 
movie can look fine but 
without a strong script 
and amazing actors to 
bring those roles to life 
the movie falls flat on 
its face. That is not a 
problem here. Each 
main character has at least one major 
speech that takes hold and really lets the 
actors explore their roles. 

It’s hard to talk about the movie with¬ 
out giving too much away, so please for¬ 
give any aloof generalizations. 

Spacey plays Osment’s seventh grade 
social studies teacher: a loner with a 
burnt face and a painful past. On the first 
day of class he charges his students to 
formulate a plan to change the world and 
then to put that plan in action. His expec¬ 
tation is that some graffiti will be cleaned 
and student's minds and eyes will be 
opened. Then Osment comes up with his 
plan to “Pay It Forward.” The idea is that

one person will do three big things for 
others and, in return for the help 
received, those three will go forward and 
do something for three other people. An 
impressive plan. 

The first quest under taken by Osment 
is to help a homeless junkie by taking 


him in for a night, feeding him, and giv¬ 
ing him money to buy clothes so he can 
get a job. 

His second plan is to help his teacher 
get together with his mother saving them 
both from their lives alone. When things 
don’t go well between his teacher and his 
alcoholic strip-bars mom Osment feels 
he’s failed a second time. 

Osment’s third attempt at help is a plan 
to stand up for a kid in his class who is 
constantly getting picked on and beat up 
by three other boys. When the opportuni¬ 
ty arises Osment finds himself frozen and 
instead stands aside while the child is 
beaten and thrown into a nearby dump¬ 


ster. 

The movie is really two stories that 
meet together at the end. The first is 
Osment’s tries to pay it forward with the 
people he knows and the second is Mohr, 
a reporter, who’s is following the trail of 
pay it forward to try to find the kind of 


person who would imagine such a plan. 

What is most striking about the movie 
is the pure honesty. Osment’s character is 
an 11-year-old boy who has seen his 
mother get beaten by his drunken, part- 
time dad. His mother is an alcoholic too. 
She tries to hide it from her son but 
instead he’s the one throwing away her 
empty bottles and putting her used glass¬ 
es in the kitchen sink. The two bicker 
back and forth so loudly and with such 
emotion that at times it’s hard to remem¬ 
ber that it’s a scripted story. 

Spacey’s speech to Hunt where he 
details his past and the origins of his 
bums is simply stunning. He bounces 


from emotion to emotion until he finally 
just explodes at her for going back with 
her estranged husband (played thankfully 
for only a short few moments on the 
screen by Jon Bon Jovi). 

The ending is the kicker. I wont give 
anything away but I will tell you this: 

every person in the theater 
I went to gasped at the 
same time and burst into 
tears at the same time. As 
the lights came up in the 
theater and people shuf¬ 
fled to gather their things 
a quick glance around the 
room revealed that every¬ 
one was still crying and 
had big, red, puffy eyes. 
One girl was crying so 
hard that she had to be 
comforted by her mother 
and younger brother. 

As the year winds down 
and each film studio starts 
to put forth their best and 
brightest for next year’s 
Oscars the bar has been 
set nign early, it s tiara to 
imagine any movie com¬ 
ing out in the next two 
months that may even 
come close to this gem. 

Possibly the freshest 
breath of air to come out 
of this movie is the appar¬ 
ent spectrum of directorial 
possibilities of Mimi 
Leder. After coming out of 
Deep Impact and The 
Peacemaker it’s amazing that this maker 
of knock-off action films could head such 
an amazing production. A new respect 
from Hollywood contemporaries is sure 
to follow. 

My predictions go like this: Look for a 
best movie, screenplay, actor, actress and 
supporting actor nod with awards going 
to the film itself and Haley Joel Osment 
for his amazing performance.

So, you want to be an RA?

Josh Drumm and Amal Senn 
aren’t your normal UMass 
Lowell students. Not only are 
they full-time students working 
towards their respective bache¬ 
lor’s degrees, they assume the 
difficult task of being Resident 
Advisors. This means that they 
not only balance their own 
lives, but intervene in the lives 
of many other students. 

While most students were fin¬ 
ishing up the last two weeks of 
their summer breaks, RAs 
reported to school for RA train¬ 
ing. This training included 
workshops which lasted from 8 
a.m. to 6 p.m. and getting certi¬ 
fied in CPR and First Aid. The 
workshops are designed to give 
the RAs the appropriate training 
they need to handle different sit¬ 
uations that may arise when on 
duty. According to Drumm, “the 
training helps develop assertive¬ 
ness and leadership skills that * 
are needed for an RA.” 

This rigorous training helps 
the RAs get through all the dif¬ 


ferent problems that arise 
throughout the school year. “We 
deal with a lot of alcohol and 
some marijuana problems,” said 
Drumm when asked about the 
problems that come up most 
often. 

Drumm states that “anyone 
can become an RA, just contact 
any RA or resident director in 
your building.” Students who 
apply must have at least a 2.2 
grade point average and at least 
two character references. When 
a student submits an application 
to become an RA, they are put 
into a pool with other appli¬ 
cants. Applicants are then sub¬ 
jected to group interviews and 
various workshops that deter¬ 
mine the student’s personality 
and the way she or he works 
and interacts with others. When 
asked the best way to approach 
an interview, Drumm stated that 
“being yourself is the best 
approach.” 

When you become an RA, it 
means more than just being on 
duty a few nights a week, it 
means you are on duty 24 hours 
a day. 


Do you want to be an RA? 

If so go to your local RA or to the Office of Residence Life in 
Cumnock Hall, to pick up an application. 

The only requirement to apply to be an RA is to have atleast a 2.2 

GPA and be in good standing in the residence halls. 

Applications are due by Thursday Oct. 26

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The new Escort Service: bigger and better

Have you seen that yellow 
flashing light around campus 
during the course of the 
evening? That yellow light 
comes from the big gray van 
with a blue stripe down the side. 
The lettering on the side says 
“Escort Service.” What is the 
Escort Service, you ask? 

The Escort Service is a ser¬ 
vice provided by the University 
for students and faculty. The 
service runs seven days a week 
from 6 p.m. to 1 a.m. This dif¬ 
fers from the shuttle service, 
which only runs Monday 
through Friday. The Escort 
Service is available from any¬ 
where on campus and will take 
you anywhere you want to go 
on campus. However, it does 
make a few stops off campus, 
such as to the train station, 
Gallagher Terminal. The prima¬ 
ry objective of the Escort 
Service is to transport students 
and faculty around campus in a 
safer, more personal way. 

The Escort Service has recent¬ 
ly received a complete 
makeover. In previous years, 
the service was on-foot, escort¬ 
ing students to and from dorms, 
parking lots and academic build¬ 
ings. Last spring there was a 


meeting with the campus Police 
Department and the leadership 
of the University, which decided 
that this service was in need of a 
change. The main reason for this 
was that very few students were 
taking advantage of the service. 
The Chancellor allocated funds 
for two new vans and for defen¬ 
sive driver training. This new 
version of the service has 
proven more presentable, which 
is why it is now flourishing. 

The overall cost of the two 
vans plus training was approxi¬ 
mately $50,000 to $60,000. This 
is considered a small price to 
pay for the overall safety of the 
campus. With the new vans and 
driver training, in addition to 
heavy advertising, the Escort 
Service is now extremely suc¬ 
cessful. Last year, there was 
only about 83 people who used 
the service per semester. This 
year, there have already been 
about 1200 students who have 
used the service. This has 
exceeded expectations and has 
made the money invested for the 
program well worth it. 

There was, however, one ini¬ 
tial problem with the new ver¬ 
sion of the service. During the 
first month of operation, there 
was only one set of drivers that 
had completed training. The sec¬ 
ond set of drivers could not 
operate the vans until they had 


completed their training as well. 
This meant that the service was 
able to run only one van for a 
short period of time. Currently 
the problem has been resolved 
and now both vans are running 
every night. 

The University is not done 
with this project just yet. The 
University would like to add a 
wheelchair-accessible van for 
handicapped students. The 
Chancellor has shown willing¬ 
ness to allocate funds for this 
purpose. This will make*the 
Escort Service more complete, 
and accessible to all students. 

This Escort Service is a much 
stronger group than they were 
last year. Their hopes are to 
grow even bigger in the future. 
Assistant Dean of Students, 
Thomas C. Taylor, said of the 
Escort Service: “They have a lot 
of ideas on how to make them¬ 
selves better and are open to 
things so there may be services 
we're not providing right now 
that we can in the future.” 

So, if it’s cold out, late at 
night, or you just do not feel 
like walking, give the Escort 
Service a call. They will be 
more than happy to give you a 
ride. Their number is 934-2222.
